QUEBEC, March 2—Provincial 
Treasurer Martin B. Fisher said 
Tuesday in hig budget speech 
before the Quebec legislature it 
was “quite evident” the federal 
government. was attempting to 
balance its budget at Quebec's 
expense, 

“The Union Nationale gov-* 
ernment is firmly convinced 
that the federal government at 
Ottawa is not paying its fair 
share to our province,” Fisher 
told the members.

ductions were made and returned

In the same year, the members of 
the legislature took a 10 per cent 
reduction in indemnity. Up until 
that time their sessional indemnity 
was $2,000 and with 10 per cent cut 
put into effect, this was reduced to 
$1,800. Cabinet ministers took the 
10 per cent cut in indemnity and a 
slash in salary, 

In the budget brought into the 
house last Friday, provision was 
made to restore the sessional in- 
demnities to $2,000, while civil ser- 
vice salaries are being restored on 
single men of $1,500 and under and 
married men of $2,000 and under. 


$160 FOR MINISTERS 

The budget also provides for re- 
storing cabinet ministers’ salaries 
to the extent of $160 a year, 

The original MacLellan motion 
urged a further reduction beyond 
the 10 per cent in effect since 1932. 

Rejecting the MacLellan motion, 
the house adopted an amendment, 
moved by H. J. Ash, S.C., Olds, 
which wiped out all the MacLel- 
lan motion preamble and declared 


itself in favor of restoring the vol- 
untary reductions with the excep- 
tion of those to cabinet ministers. 

Mr. MacLellan’s original mo- 
tion, provided that the 10 per 
cent reduction in both indemai- 
ties and salaries be restored and 
@ reduction of 25 per cent be 
made. 

Then Mr. Ash moved his amend- 
ment and then Hon, Lucien May- 
nard, minister of municipal affairs 
moved an amendment to the 
amendment, which carried and 
which altered the wording from 
“restored” to “cancelled.” 

Then, Gerald O'Connor, Liberal, 
Edmonton, moved another amend- 
ment to the amendment, which

Mr, O'Connor's amendment urged 
that government “expenses be cut 
to balance the budget and that the 
reductions include 10 per cent off 
indemnities and 25 per cent off 
cabinet salaries.”

STIFFER PENALTIES 

What is known as the Brunelle bill has passed | 
the House of Commons. The purpose is to 
strengthen the wage-earner’s right to a free 
Sunday. The Lord’s Day Act already provides 
fines of $50 to $250 for employers authorising or 
directing employees to work on Sunday, at such 
jobs as plant repairs. The author of the amend- | 
ing bill said it was apparent some empioyers 
found it profitable to pay the fines and continue 
violating the Act. 

The new bill is aimed directly at company 
officers, directors and superintendents, making 
these liable to jail terms of from one to six 
months when they order or authorize contraven- 
tions of the Act. Mr. Brunelle, member for 
Champlain and father of the bill, said Quebec 
companies were apparently chief offenders, but 
the measure will apply throughout the Dominion. 


; 


Hon. Ernest Lapointe, Minister of Justice, 
accepted the bill and said the Government had 
intended bringing in similar legislation, based 


on representations from labor organizations. 


THE RAILWAYS | 
The railways had poor going in January. Both 
the transcontinentals report their revenues down 
and their expenses up, as compared with Janu- 
ary of last year. Reaction from the business 
“recession” in the United States was accountable 
in part. But the main factor no doubt was ihe 
short crop last summer in the prairie provinces.

Debtors in the dry belt are in as hopeless a 
position as ever. Elsewhere there has been ir 
provement, but only partial Anythjng re- 
sembling a general readjustment of debts to the 
level of present incomes is not in sight. Pending 
something or other of the kind, to lift the mora- 
torilum would likely precipitate an avalanche of 
litigation—most of it to no good purpose, since 
in the majority of cases the outstanding claims 
cannot be met, : 

The moratorium is being changed from a 
periodic to a statutory basis. There are to be 
no collection proceedings until March of next 


| 


year. That is, until the legislature meets again, 
when further steps may be taken as then re- 
quired. Only debts incurred before July Ist, 
1936, are affected. Obligations undertaken since 
that date may be collected by orders of the 
courts. The immunity covers only contract 
debts. Store bills and other unsecured accounts 
are collectable as usual, There is no stay of 
proceedings in the case of a debt from one indi- 
vidual to another, nor in respect to taxes, pay- 
ments due to insurance companies, nor mort- 
gages relating to earnings from mining or other 
development of natural resources, 

Tt was stated recently that debtors protected 
by the moratorium were only in a minority of 
cases taking full advantage of the postponement 
granted them; that more than 90 per cent were 
in fact paying something voluntarily. If so, the 
injury done to creditors generally has been 
exaggerated; most debtors would have paid what 
they could pay in any case. 

Perhaps the certain knowledge that no pro- 
ceedings can be taken for a year at least will 
incline creditors to more willingness to compro- 
mise. That would seem to be likely where there 
is little or no hope that debts can be collected in 
full sometime in the dim and distant future. 
There is no profit in continuing to jot down fig- 
ures in an over-due interest account which have 
no real relation to the ultimate prospect of pay- 
ment. 


Foreign Minister Delbos says “France loves 
peace, but not peace at any price”. And still less, 
it may be supposed, would France like to pay the 
price and not get the peace. Assuming the deal 
with Mussolini to be made, who is going to guar- 
antee delivery of the goods?

CHURCHILL'S RETURN 

That suprprising figure, the Right Honorable 
and right changeable Winston Churchill has 
jumped back into the foreground of British 
politics. It has been reported, and not denied, 
that he will shortly enter the cabinet. He is said 
to have been slated for a position a year ago, 
but he chose that time to sound his warning to 
the British people on the dangers of German 
rearmament. Everything he said was perfectly 
true, and, indeed, it needed to be said, but it was 
hardly the talk for a responsible minister.— 
Montreal Gazette, 


“NEW AND FEARFUL” 


It is certain that neither side in a modern 
war can choose its objectives so exactly as to 
ensure a reasonable safety to civilian life. A 
bomber may set out to destroy a factory on the 
edge of a populous town, but in the tumult of the 
attack, with shells bursting round him and de- 
fending planes rising in the air, it is more than 
likely that the pilot will either miss his ai: or 
cast his bombs at random and take the lives of 
harmless citizens. But though it is hard to hit 
military objectives, everything goes to show that 
when the rebels began the present wave of 
bombing they had no intention of even trying, 
Last summer and autumn raids on Barcelona 
and Valencia were frequent, but unprejudiced 
correspondents pointed out that docks and ware- 
houses were the main ends of attack. The num- 
bers killed in the last week show that the rebel 
aim has changed, and that they have hopes of 
destroying the morale of a loyal people by a 
new and fearful means.—Manchester Guardian. 


THE MAN, NOT THE PARTY 

One lesson which may be learned from the 
rise of dictatorships is that elaborate schemes 
for the proportional representation of minorities 
are not of the slightest use in preventing revolu- 
tionary movements of this kind. In the constitu- 
tion of the “Weimar Republic” which controlled 
the affairs of Germany after the Great Wat 
provision was made for the representation of 
groups of all sorts and sizes in the Reichstag, 
but the only result was to increase the muddle 
and confusion. The situation in Italy was similar. 
Both Mussolini and Hitler entered political life 
as leaders of small groups which, under their 
guidance, became powerful parties. Dictators 
have also refused to be bound by the desires of 
a parliamentary majority, as, for instance, Mar- 
shal Pilsudsky in Poland or Kemal Ataturk in 
Turkey. The British parliamentary system, by 
enabling political parties to obtain large ma- 
jorities through the “swing of the pendulum,” 
ensures strong government, which is lacking in 
other countries through the absence of this con- 
dition. Where governments are weak, depend- 
ing on chance combinations of small groups, 
the would-be dictator has an opportunity pre- 
sented to him which he is usually quick to seize. 
—Belfast Telegraph. 


JAPAN'S ECONOMIC PLANS 

The military purposes of Japanese imperial- 
ism always predominate over the economic; in 
fact most of the economic activities can be ex- 
plained by reference to the ideal of military 
supremacy. Japan is terrified of sanctions. 
Political control of certain sources of raw ma- 
terial is therefore, in this sense, essential to her 
national security. And her use of military con- 
trol is further encouraged by the fact that she 
lacks the economic and financial power to com- 
pete with England and the U.S.A. in China; 
she must compete by closing the door and 
breaking up Chinese unity. Although there is 
some basis in fact, therefore, for the Japanese 
assertion that the Chinese were not developing 
North China, that cotton production, for ex- 
anyple, could not be developed because there 
were no roads and railways to market it, that 
adequate steps were not being taken to improve 
cotton staples or prevent adulteration of the 
product, the determination of the Japanese to 
remedy these things cannot be explained in 
terms of “economic co-operation.” But the eco- 
nomic plans of the Japanese must not be under- 
estimated, even if they are designed with miii- 
tary ends in view.—The Statesman and Nation

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

While many people are familiar with acute 
appendicitis, they are not so well informed re- 
garding chronic appendicitis, which is a fairly 
common disorder, 

Patients who have developed this trouble 
may remain unaware of the true nature of their 
discomfort. This is partly because of the fact 
that frequently the chief symtoms of chronic 
appendicitis will not point to inflammation of 
the appendix but will appear to be coming 
from the stomach. 


A more careful examination may in fact be 
necessary before it will become a certainty that 
a diseased appendix is the source of the pa- 
tient’s distress, 


As a general rule, the patient with chronic 
appendicitis will remember having had an acute 
attack some time before, which subsided, be- 
ing followed by periods of comparatively mild 
distress, during which periods a chronic appen- 
dicitis becomes troublesome. Many doctors 
prefer to call chronic appendicitis a sub-acute 
inflammation but my investigations have made 
me believe that there may exist a chronic in- 
volvement which may be correctly referred to 
as chronic appendicitis, 

The symptoms vary considerably, although 
the most pronounced symptoms are likely to 
point to the stomach as the offender. The patient 
may describe a sense of discomfort after meals, 
and this may become intense enough to be 
called a true stomach pain. The patient is dis- 
tressed by stomach and intestinal gas, and by 
nausea. Any pain which is present is likely to 
appear in the stomach region and not so likely 
to localize in the region of the appendix itself, 
Occasionally, the pain may appear to be dis- 
tributed over the entire abdomen. 

However, when a careful examination is 
made, it will be found that deep pressure over 
the appendix in the lower right hand side will 
demonstrate a localized tenderness, restricted 
to that one particular spot. The tenderness 
elicited by deep pressure is a valuable sign in 
these cases. 

Almost invariably the patient will be both- 
ered by a persistent constipation and will prob- 
ably be worrying more about that than about 
the condition of the appendix. 

The most definite way to arrive at a correct 
diagnosis is to take X-ray pictures of the colon 
and to study the appendix under the fluoro- 
scope. When the appendix is located with the 
fluoroscope, it will be discovered that the pvint 
of greatest tenderness centres around the ap- 
pendix. If the examining doctor uses the fingers 
to move the appendix, the point of greatest 
tenderness will likewise be moved to corre- 
spond with the changed position of the appen- 
dix. 

Once in a while a patient will state that he 
experiences a dull pain in the lower right side 
when he is tired, or after strenuous exercise. 
However, in mild cases, the patient generally 
is able to carry on his ordinary activity. 

Spastic colitis or mucous colitis may produce 
symptoms easily confused with those of chronic 
appendicitis; however, if the distress is due to 
colitis it is more likely to be general] in nature, 
being spread over a large part of the colon, 
Usually in colitis the tenderness will not be re- 
stricted to just the appendix a ne. 

The conservative treatment of chronic ap- 
pendicitis depends upon diet and better bowel 
hygiene. The patient will do well to omit those 
foods which cause intestinal irritation and it 
is very important that the colon be cleansed 
regularly, using the enema or some of the lubri- 
cators or bulk-producers if necessary. Laxa- 
tives should be avoided as they may do consid- 
erable harm, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Van M. asks: “Could you 
please give me the name of one vegetable rich 
in vitamin E? Also the names of some other 
foods containing this substance?” 

ANSWER—Vitamin E appears to be neces- 
sary for human reproduction. It is thought that 
fresh lettuce is a good vegetable source. Other 
sources are: Wheat germ, beef muscle, egg yolk, 
seeds, fat, and green leaves. 

QUESTION—R. F. asks: “Of what food 
value are mushrooms? Can I cook them with- 
out adding fat? Do you approve of steak and 
mushrooms?” 

ANSWER—Mushrooms have a low caloric 
value but are relished by many who use them 
as a means of adding variety to the flavor of 
food. The addition of mushrooms to steak is 
excellent. The mushrooms are easily digested 
if prepared by boiling in a small amount of 
water. Butter may be added, if desired, after 
the cooking. 

QUESTION—E. B. inquires: “Is it all right 
for second cousins to marry—or is the rela- 
tionship too close?” 

ANSWER--Providing both are in good 
health, I believe such a marriage should be 
permitted.

HIGHEST WATERFALL 

A United States flyer says he has discovered 
in Venezuela a waterfall at least three times as 
high as the highest fall heretofore reported, 
Alimeter readings taken by the aviator showed a 
sheer drop of between 5,000 and 6,000 feet in 
the water, which then continued for another 
thousand feet in swift torrent before becoming 
a stream again. The highest waterfall previously 
discovered is that of Kukenaam in British 
Guiana, adjacent to Venezuela, which has a drop 
of 2,000 feet. And the next highest is one 1,904 
feet in New Zealand, Victoria Falls in South 
Africa, 343 feet high, and Niagara Falls, 167 feet 
high, are impressive because of the volume of 
water which goes over them rather than for

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
Genera! Isaac Brock was a great 
soldier, as proven by his swift 
capture of Detroit in 1812 and by 
his death in front of the foe in his 


glorious but rather unwise charge | 


up Queenston Heights; but he was 
also a very strict disciplinarian. 


This was illustrated by a tragic in- 
cident at Quebec on this date in 
1804. Brock arrived at Quebec in 
1802 with his regiment, the 49th, 
which he had commanded in sev- 
eral engagements in Europe. A 
majority of the men were well 
tried, but there were a number of 
recruits, while some few of the 
older men were war-weary and 
wanted a taste of civilian life 
Part of the 49th was sent to gar- 
rison Fort George. All wes well 
for 18 months. Then Brock, who 
had remained at Quebec, was told 
that there was a cbnspiracy among 
some of the garrison at Fort George 
to mutiny, murder their officers, 
destroy the fort and cross to the 
United States. 

He sent Officers to Niagara, who 
nipped the plot in the bud and took 
the ringleaders in irons, to Quebec. 
They were tried by court martial, 
found guilty and sentenced to 
death. And on March 2, 1804, Que- 
bec saw a spectacle happily rare in 
the annels of the British army. 
Seven were paraded before the 
whole garrison and shot. They were 
Sergeant Thomas Clark former 
Sgt. John Rock, Corporal James 
Carroll, and Privates John Shagh- 
rue and John Fitzpatrick of the 
49th, and Privates Thomas Ashcroft 
and John Higginson. of the 41st, 

Eleven others, nine of the 49th 
and two of the 6th Regiment, were 
found guilty in a lesser degree. 
They were condemned to fire the 
shots which killed their comrades, 
to public whipping before the 
whole garrison and the populace 
and then ordered to be sent back 
to England, thence to be transport- 
ed to Boteny Bay for life. 

On March 1, 1914, it was an- 
nounced that Hon. F. D. Monk had

unfa iticized. This does not 
reflect uch credit upon our 
breadth of mind. said Dean Alex- 
ander. 

He then invited his hearers to 
consider the facts in the relation- 
ship of the countries, mentioning 


our unescapable geographical prop- 
inquity; our financed obligations to 
the United States for investment. 
being some four billions of dollars; 
our trade both ways with the 
United States; our immense profit 
on tourist trade, estimated for the 
last year at $175,000,000: our close 
interlocking with American higher 
education; our international so- 
cieties and fraternities; our identity 
of language and, substantially, of 
culture. 

Whether one liked it or not, there 
was also the question of the defence 
of this North American continent 
@gainst possible foes. In view of 
all these indisputable facts, to say 
of American generosity 
mentioned already. surely the gift 
horses might be accepted in a spirit 
of more genuine g’atitude than is 
unfortunately often the case. 


FRIENDSHIP IS FIRST TEST 

After briefly discussing social 
and historical reasons for the Cana- 
dian attitudes ofien displayed, the 
speaker suggested that Canada’s 
first test of genuine international 
spirit lay in maintaining the closest 
and friendliest reiations with 
nearest neighbor.

Mr. Howe said the highways 
control clause was dropped be- 
cause of the limited jurisdiction 
of the federal government over 
this form of transportation. 

One addition to the powers of 
the present board of particular in- 
terest to railways is in a section 
which would enable the board of 
transport commissioners ,to approve 
special agreements between carriers 
and shippers for agreed charges 
under certain circumstances and 
conditions. 


GIVE AUTHORITY 

«The bill would give the board 
authority to approve rate tariffs and 
by-laws of carrier corporations and 
regulate in a genera] way the car- 
riage of passengers and goods by 
rail, water ana air. All carriers 
would be licensed and heavy penal- 
ties are provided for violation of 
board regulations. 

The board will retain all the 
rights and responsibilities held by 
the present board. 

The bill provides that before the 
transport minister issues a license 
for the transport of goods or pas- 
sengers the board shall determine 
whether public convenience and ne- 
cessity require such transport, and

Cerebral Hemorrhage 
At Villa Vittoriale 


GARDONE RIVIERA, Italy, 
March 2.—The body of Gabriele 
D’Annunzio, Italy's warrior-poét. 
lay in state todey in his Villa Vit- 
toriale, which he had named fot the 
Italian Great War triumph over 
Austria. 

The 74-year-old poet, president 
of the National Academy of Italy 
and a symbol of the Nationalist 
dreams of Fascism, was clothed in 
the uniform of a general of avia- 


His decorations were on his 
breast and at his feet lay the flag 
he raised when he defied his gov- 
ernment to capture and hold Fiume 
after the Great War. 

Despite the many points of con- 
flict between him and the Vatican, 
the Archpresbyter of Gardone im- 
parted absolution after his death. 

Veterans of D’Annunzio’s Fiume 
campaign and early Fascist black- 
shirts stood guard in the death 
chamber. 

The poet's son, Gabriele, arrived 
from Rome last night. Luisa Bac- 
cara, who sacrificed her career as 
a pianist to stay with the aging| 
warrior, was at his villa when he 
died. |
